IMPOBTANT DISCOVERY BY DR YERSIN, 
Tho Right Rev. Biehap Obauase, of Can- 
ton, writes to the Daily Press os follows ;—

PROPOSED RAILWAYS IY OBINA. 
THE INEVITABLE HiTOH, 


1. Somme time since we gave the translation 


of a.cew Hdiot, authorizing threo Chinena, 
Hisii, W't, -nd Liu, to build the lino from 
Peking to Hankow, dividing it inte three 
sections forthe three men. It now turns 
out that neither of these men separately, or 
all of thom toguther, can raiao the requisite 
imount of. money,” : 

When tho plan was fitat devicud ta have 
the line built by Chineze meréhants, a man 
Wel, compradoto of a foroign firm in Hong- 
kong, telegraphed asking that he might 
raise tho required thirty millions of tacte, 
Tho Imperial sanction was granted, but in 
a short timo it seemed evident that the 
mMonoy could not bo forthcoming unless the 
money, and aid, of the English firm could 
be utilized. Forcign shares, howover, wero 
excluded by the ordors of the Emperor. 

Thon came forward the man Hail, a'Can- 
fon man of the rank of Taotai and brother 
of tho Vico President of the Censcrate, 
Being o-Canton man he thought he could 
succeed.in interesting tha many rich Chi- 
nese merchants, He secured sanction to 
raiao tho required amount, and if the 
money could be guaranteed, he could form 
the Company, For s while it ecamed as if 
he would bu successful. His own plan, how- 
ever, and: with the tacit understanding of 
the Princes and Ministers, was to allow 
foroignera to subsctibe one-third, An 
American, Col. Jeffords, made arrango- 
ments with Heil to take up the one-third, 
and he returned to Almerica to carry out 
hia part of the programme. He alao 
inducod'the Chinese merchants of tho six 
Companies to join forces in raising tho 
othor twenty millions, 

While thinga wero progrossing slowly 
under ‘the lead of Hati, two other men Lin 
and Wu, also of tho rank of Taotai, the 
‘one a Kiangeu man and the other a Shanso, 
camo forward claiming that they could 
show guarantecs of possessing the required 
amount. They,’ therefore, recoived per- 
mission to raise tho stuck dud to form the 
Company on evidence of the same. They 
also recommended that ‘no foreign shares 
be allowod, ‘and assorted that they could 
sneceed.po the Chineao basis. Mr Wau 
was capecially loud-spuken aud gonident, 
Ho said that he could show puarantoes of 
having the money in Tientsin, and so the 
Conncil of Military Aifaire ordered him to 
go to Tientein aud report himaolf to the 
Vicoroy Wong. Tho Viceroy vxamined 
into the matter and was frightened out by 
the signs of slippery dealing. It is raported 
that. an English epoculator, Wilson, had 
conceived the plan of advancing the whole 
amount, or ay.much as would be neceszary, 
but without any mention of foreign shatos, 
Wheu the Chinese agent reported himself 
to Viceroy Wang either the amount failed 
to be recognized at the bank in Tiontsin, 
or the methods uf thoss secretly introduce 
ing English capita! under English contral 
appearing too dangerous, tha whole acheme 
failed. This man is not viewod as one of 
high notoriety. Ho has already bron de- 
graded from office two or threo times, and 
is mistrusted by .tha Chinoso merchant 
clasa, | 

Thus, in ppito of ono Chinaman alter 
another coming forward to. form s Com. 
pany, no success has yet come. The Chi- 
nese have plenty of money, but thoy mie- 
trust theirown G-.vernment, and will not 
aubsoribo fur ahares unless somo foreign 
firm of good stability has either tho chief 
or s minor control,

Every seat for tho event was sold several 
weeks ago and the National Sporting club 
was very much crowded to-uight with o 
fashionable attendance to witness tho fight. 
Burge was a atrong favorite aud his friends 
were willing ta lay odda of 2 to 1 on him to 
any amount. As a mattor of fact fancy 
bets were laid in many instances at muob 
greater odda. 

When the pair ontered tho arena and 
shook hands Bargo's superiority in stature 
and reach wore especially noticeable, Both 


men wero well inside the stipulated weight, 
which waa 134 pounds. Lavigno looked 
well ond confident of victory, and it was 
enorally conceded that Burge must win 
quickly or he would be worn down. Strango 
to say ‘thotigh, there was no wearing 
down in, the cass, as the Yankeo led 
from start to finish and won in a romp, 
Thore woro loud shouts to back Burgeo as 
they faced each other, bat these wore sud- 
denly bashed when it was sean that the 
‘Kid’? meant to take the battlo right into 
the enemy’s camp. He rushed and drova- 
Burge bofore him planting his left in the 
stomach ond swinging his right on the ribs. 
Burge countered with bis loft, but thero 
waa no force in bis blowa and Lavigno did 
not mind them and when the first round 
ondod tho batting ceased and overyone 
seemed to realiza that Burge had run foul 
of acyclone, Burge's admirers were sim- 
ly paralyzed and even his soconds wore at 
a loss how to advise him. The features of 
tho two followiag rounds wero similit to 
tho first, Lavigne took to him with a 
rush aud never gave Burge time to consi- 
der what was bost to do. At the ond of. 
tho third round there wera many offers to 
back the Amorican at-odgs of 3 to 1, but 
it was vain attempt to hedge lost monay, 
For twelve rounds Lavigna beat a tor- 
riblo tattoo on Burgo’a body ond ribs. “He 
thon altered his tactics and tried for tho 
face of his opponent. This gave Burge a 
chanes and ho did better than at any 
other period of the fight. One of his loft. 
handed loads landed straight on the Kid’s 
foge, spurting the blood.

London June 1,—Fartber Partioulara have 
been reaeived of the terrible disastur whioh 
Ovourred at Moscow in conacction with the 
coronation festivities of the Czar Nioholaa, 
The fete, at which the disaster took lace, 
was being held on tha Koodynoski Baia’ 
Free amusoments -wore\provided for the en. 
tertainment of the peoployand quantities of 
food made up io bundles ware to bo distri. 
bated eg souvenira of the coronation, 
mense crowds of paople 
population, bad assembled to take part in the 
feta, and they remained on the soone all night, - 
There were vxly a few police Present, In 
the early morning a report wan spread that 
the distribution of the gifts of food bad bo. 
gan, This woe false olurm, but it caused 
9 great rush of the immense crowda of peo- 
ple toone apot, The attendants in sharge 
of the food gifts booame frightened at the

uf foud broadcast amongat: thoas nearest te 
them, Beeing tho distribution proceeding in 
this wag the orowdsin the rene were incited 
to presa forward to the frout, Tho great 
masses of beeple fought to got near the atten- 
Uants, and in tha atrugglo grost numbors 
were crushed down and trampled upon, 
Hundreds wera suffocated in this way, being 
Asttened out like pancakes by the trampling 
mass of humanity panaiog over thom, ‘Chir~ 
ty peraone fell into a disused well, 

The plais bore the aspect of a bettle.field 
after the- charge of an advancing hoat, 
Bodies of the dead were lying aboutin all 
directions, and the sufferings of thore wha 
Were not Killed outright wero dreadtal, Tho 
hoarorsof th coane wero added to by the 
sterribie streams of thoro rho were ordshed 
and trampled upon in the surging masa, 
Much ‘heroiem was displayed during the 
height of the disaster, and « notable feature 
was the solicitude shown for the pafety of 
women, many of whom wera passed over the 
heada of the crowd to a placo of safety, 
Sowe estimates place the total nember of 
persons killed-at 2,500, or 1,400 over the 
official estimate. The bodies hayo boon 
buried in trenches, 

The fete is being continued, the Ccsr and 
Ccarina being present, 

Great-reseatment was displayed by the 
crowd at the inaction of tho polfoe in dailing 
to stay the panic, and an attempt was made 
to'lynoh the chiof of elise. ‘be attempt 
failed, however, the official esdaping. 

Tho Czar Nicholas is deoply distressed at. 
the terrible disaster, and° han’ assigned to 
eaoh family which bas sustained bereayoment 
by the coonrroiice a grant of 1,000 roubles. 

London, June 2ud,—Tbe Czarins Mario 
Dagmar, mother of the Czar of Busala, bas 
dispatohed a bottle of Madeira to each per- 
con injured in the recent terriblo tragedy on 
the Khodyneski Plaio, The Standurd says 
that the number of people killed on tho plain
